Acam we are told, that the conftitutional com- 
pact was made between citizens only ; and that 
therefore its provifions were not intended to extend 
to aliens, and that this a@ operating only on them, 
is therefore not forbidden by the Conflitution, But 
unfortunately, neither common law, common juft- 
ice, nor the practice of any civilized nations, will 
permit this dillinQion : It isan acknowleged prin- 
ciple of the common law, the authority of which is 
eftablithed here, that alien friends (and permit me 
to obfesve that they are fach only, whom we coa- 
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template by this bill, for we have another"before us, 
to fend off, alien enemies,) refiding among us, are 
entitled to the protefion of the Jaws ; and that 
during their refidence, they owe 2 temperary alle. 
giance to our government. If they are aconfed of 
violating this allegiance, the fame laws that interpofe |’ 
in the cafe of a citizen, mult determine the truth of 
the accufation ; and if found guilty, they are liable 
to the fame punifhment. This rule is confonant to 
the principles of common juftice ; for who would 
ever refort to another country, if he alone was mark- 
ed out as the object of arbitrary power? It is 
equally unfortunate too for this argument, that the 
Conttitution exprefly excBudes any idea of this dif- 
tinGtion ; it fpeaks ot all judicial pawer—all trials 
Jor crimes—all criminal profecutions—all perfons ac~ 
cufed. No diftin€ion between citizen and alien, 
bet ween high or low, friends or oppofers of the Ex- 
ecutive power, Republican or Royalifi—all, all are 
entitled to the fame equal diftribution of juftice, to 
the faine humane provifions to prote&t their inno- 
cence—all are liable to the fame punifhment that 
awaits their guilt. How comes it too, if then the 
conftitutional provifiohs were intended for the fafety 
of the citizen only, that our courts uniformly ex- 
tend them to all ; and that we never hear it enquir- 


_ ed whether the accufed is a citizen, before we give 


hinv a public trial by jury. 
So manifeft do thefe violations of the Conftitution 
appear to me, fo futile the arguments im their de 
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fence, that they prefs feriovfly upon my mind, and 
fink it even to defpondency—they have beer fo glar- 
ing to my underftanding, that I have felt it my duty 
to {peak of them in a manner that may, perhaps, 
give offence to men whom I efteem, and who feeia 
to think differently on that fubje&—none, however, 
1 canaffure them, is intended, 

I have feen meatures carried in this houfe, which 
I thought militated againit the fpirit of the Confti- 
tution ; but never before have I been witnefs to fo 
open, fo wanton, and undifguifed an attack. 

‘TD have now done, Sir, with the a@, and come to 
confider the confequences of its operation. One of 
the moft ferious has been anticipated, when I 
defcribed the blow it would give te the Conttitution 
of our country—we fhould cautjoufly beware of she 
firft act of violation ; habituated to overleap its 
bounds, we become familiarized to the guilt, and 
diftegard the danger of a fecond offence—until pro- 
ceeding from one unauthorifed a& to another, we at 
length throw off all the reftraints which our Confti- 
tution has impofed—and very foon, not even the 
fermnblance of its forms will remain. 

But if, regardlefs of our duty as citizens, and our 
folemn obligation as Reprefentatives—regardlefs of 
the rigats of cur Conftituents—of their opinion, and’ 
that of pofterity—regardiefs of every fanétion, hu- 
man and divine; if weare ready to violate the Con- 
Rtitution we have [worn w defend, will the PEOPLE 
SUBMIT to our unauthorifed adits? Will the Siates 
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fanion our wlusped power }—Sir, they ought not 
to fubmit—they would deferve the chains which 
| thefe meafures are forging for them, if they did not 
| refit. For let no man vainly imagine that the evil 
is to ftop here, that afew unprotected aliens only 
are to be affected by this inquifitorial power ; the it, 
fame arguments, let it be remembered, the fame 
arguments which enforce thofe provilions againit 
altens, apply with equal freng:h to enaéting them 
in. the cafe of citizens: the citizen has no other 
| protection for his perfonal fecurity, that I know, 
againit laws like this, than the humane provifions } 
| b. have cited from the Conftitution : but all thefe ap- 
| ply in common to the citizen and the ftranger :--- 








« Allcyimes” are to be tried by jury—‘*No perfon” 
Mall be held-to anfwer unlefs on prefentment : In 
all criminal profecutions, the * accufed”’ js to have 
a public trial; the * accufed” is to be informed of 
the nature of the charge ; to be confronted with the 
witnefles againft him ; may have procefs to enforce 
the appearance of thofe in his favor, and is to be 
allowed council for his defence.—Unlefs, therefore, 
we ean believe that treafonable machinations and 
the other offences defcribed in the bil] are not crimes, 
that analien is not a perfon, and that one charged 2 
with treafonable practices is not ‘* accufed”—unlefs 
we can believe all this, in contradiGton to our own 
underflandings, to reccived opinions, and the uni- 
form practice of our courts, we mult allow that all 
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thefe provilians extend equally to aliens and nativess 
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and that the citizen has no other fecurity for his 
perfonal fafety, than is extended to the ftranger, 
who is within his gates ; if, therefore, this fecurity 
is violated in one inftance, what pledge have we thet 
Ht will not in the other? The fame plz of necef- 
fity will juftify boch ; either the offences defcribed 
in the act are crimes, or they are not; if they are, 
then all the humane previfions of the Conftitution 
forbid the mode of punifhing or preventing them, 
equally as relates to aliens and citizens, If they 
are not crimes, then the citizen has no more fafety 


' by the Conftitution than the alien has ; for all thefe 


provifions apply only to crimes. So that in either 
event, the citizen tas the fame reafon to have a fi- 
wilar law tothe one now before you; which fub- 
je&ts his perfon to the uncontrouled defpotifm of a 
fingle man. 

ou have already been told of plots and confpira- 
cies, and all the frightfu) images that were neceflary 
to keep up the prefent fyftem of terror and alarm, 
were prefented to you: but who were implicated 
by thefe dark hints, thefe myfterious allufiors ?-—— 
They were our own citizens, Sir, not aliens.——If 
there is then any neceffity for the fyftem now pro- 
pofed, it is more neceflary to be enforced againft our 
own citizens, than againft {trangers ; and | have no 


doubt that either in this, or fome other fhage, they 
will be attempted. 


I now afk, Sir, whether the people of America 
are prepared for this? Whether they are willing 
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fo part with all the means which the wifdem of their 
anceftors difcovered ; aid their own caution fo lately 
adopted to fecure the liberty of theit perfons ? 
Whether they are rea¢y to.fubmit to imprifonment 
or exile, whenever fulpicion, calumny, or vengeance 
shall mark them for ruin? Are they bafe enovgh 
10 be prepared for this?) No Sir! they will, I 
repeat it, they will refill this tyrannic fyfem ; the 
people will oppofe, the Srates will not fubmiit to its 
eperation: they ought not to acquiele, and I pray 
God they never may. My opinions, Sir, on this 
fiubje&t are explicit, and I withthey may be known 5 
they are, that whenever our laws manifeltly intritige 
the Conftitution under which they were made, the 
prople ought not to hefitate which they fhould obey : 

f we exceed our powers, we become tyrants, and 
our aéts have no effect. 

Thus, Sir, one of the firlt effe&s of meafures foch 
as this, if they flhould not be acquiefced in, will be 
disafkeQion among the S:ates, and eppefition among 
the people to your government ; tumults, violence, 
and a recnrence to firft revolutionary principles. If 
they are fubmited to, the confequence will be worfe. 
Aticr fauch manifeft violation, the form will not long 
be facred ; prefently every veltige of it will be loft 
and {wailowed up inthe gulph of defpotifm. But 
fhould this evil proceed no farther than the execu 
tion of the prefent law, what a fearful pi€ture will 
evrecuniry prefent ! The fyftem of efpoinagethus 
eftablilued, the coustry will fwarm with informers, 
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fpies, delators, and al] that odious tribe thot breed im 
the funthine of defpotic power, that fuck the blood 
of the unfortunate, and creep into the bofoms of 
fleeping innocence, only to wi ke it witha burning 
woun!, The boursof the mott unfofpeAing cong. 
dence, the intimacies of triendthin, .or the secefles 
of domeftic retiwement, afford na fecuriy the 
companion whom you mot truft, the friend in wher 
yon confide, the domeftic who waits in your chame 
ber, are all tempted to betray your imprudence or 
guardlefs fallies ; to mifreprefent your words ; to 
convey them, diftorted by calumny, to the fecret 
tribunal where Jealoufy prefides, where Fear offiel- 
ates as Accufer, and Sufpicion is the only evidence 
that is heard, 

Thefe, bad as they are, are not the only ill confe. 
quences of thefe meafures ; among them we may 
reckon the lofs of wealth, of population, and 
commerce. Gentlemen who fupport the bill fee 
ed to be aware of this, when yelleray they inc 
duced a claufe to fecure the property of thofe who 
might be omered to go off : they thould have fore, 
feen the confequences of the fteps they have been 
taking ; it ismow too late to difcover that large 
fums are drawn from the banks, that a great capi- 
tal is taken from commerce. I: is ridiculous even 
to obferve the folicitude they fhow te retain the 
wealth of thefe dangerous men, whofe perfons they 
are fo earnefl to get rid of ; if they with to retain 
ir, it mult be by giving them fecurny to their pez- 
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fons, and affuring them, that while they refpe®t rhe 
Jaws, the laws will prote€t them from arbitrary 
tyranic power ; it muft be, in fhort, by reje&ing 
the bill on your table. I might mention many oth- 
er inferior confiderations ; but I ought, Sir, rather 
to intreat the pardon of the Houfe for having touch- 
ed on this ; compared to the breach of our Confti- 
tution, and the eftablifhment of arbitrary power, 
Syery other topic is trifing ; arguments of conveni- 
ence fink into nothing ; the prefervation of wealth, 
the interefts of commerce, however weighty on oth- 
er occafions, here lofe their importance. When 
the fundamental principles of freedom are in dan- 
ger, wearc tempted to borrow the iaypreffive lan- 
guage of a foreign fpeaker, and exclaim, ‘ Perith 
our commeree, lei our Conftitution live!’ Perith 
our riches, let our Freedom live !-—--This, Sir, 
would be the fentiment of every American, were 
the alternative between fubmiffion and wealih ; but 
here, Sir, it is propofed to deftroy our wealth, in 
order to ruin our commerce. Net in order to 
ferve our Conftitution, but to break it—not to fe- 
cure our freedom, but abandon it. 

I have now done Sir ; but before I fit down, let 
me entreat gentlemen feriovfly to refle& before they 
give the decifive vote, that gives the firft open ftab 
to the principles of our government. Our miflaken 
aeal, like that of the Patriarch of old, has bound 
the vidlim ; it lies at the foot of the altar ; a facri- 
fice of the firft-born offspring of freedom, is prope- 
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fed by.thofe wha gave it birth. The hand ts alrea- 
dy raifed to ftrike, and nothing, I. fear, but the voice 
ef heaven can arreft the impious blow. 

- Let not gentlemen flatter themfelves that the fer- 
vor of the moment can make the people infenfible . 
to thefe agereflions. It is an honeft aeble twaemah, 
produced by an indignant fenfe of injury. Iewiil 
never, Itruft, be extinét, while there ie proper 
caufe to excite it: but the people of America, Sirs 
tho’ watchful agoemtt foreign agyrefiion, are not 
carelefs of doinchtic encroachment ; they areas jea- 
lous, Sir, of their liberties at home, as of the power 
and profperity of their country abroad ; they will 
awake toa fenfe of their danger ; do not let us flat- 
ter ourfelves then, that thefe meefures will be un- 
ebferved or difregirded. Dy not let us be told, 
Sir, that we excite a fervor againit foreign aggref- 
fion only to eftablith tyranny at home ; that, like 
the arch traitor, wecry, § Hil Columbia,’ at the 
moment we are betraying her to deftruction ; that 
we fing out ‘ happy land,’ when we are plunging it 
in ruin or difgrace : and that we are aburd enough 
to call ourfelves * free and enlightened, while we ad~ 
vocate principles, that would have difgraced the age 
of Gothic barbarity, and eftabhith a cade compared 
to which the ordeal is wile, and trial by battle is 
merciful and juft.”’

Lyon. The only fecurity we have that any othe?

In this cafe, every pretext would 
on our part be avoided, and we fhoukd probably 4 
wear along to the end of the war between [rance 
and England, even in cafe of an 2@ual declaration 
of war on the part of France. I fhould deem it 
folly to exhauft our refources in building a navy to 
be cooped up and deltroyed, as was the cafe with

Nei. J want te know about many other things~—hew 
comes it about that your enemies have fo much.to fay 
about your being de{pifed and negledled by every dedy in 
Philadelphia, even your own flde ?

haughty, and the mifchievous part of the communi-, 
ty. You needlook no farther than to a diftri& weft 
of you, for a folid proof of the pofition I here lay 
down: That diftri@ has been for four years repre- 
fented by a man who had been fome years before 
expeled the State Senate, on a charge of peculation ; 
after this, by a {pecious ihow of an adherence to the 
intereft of the people, and the caufe of Republicar-

things, and others like them, the vultures hate me, 
and they with every body elfe did, like the eleAion- 
erer whio tells you all the people in every other part 
of the country are turned about, and are going to vote 
as he wifhes you to, They tell you every body hates 
me ; but I know you'll believe me, when I tell you 
that the fame franknefs, good nature, ability, and 
eafy turn of mind, which has gained me friends in 
every ftation wf life, and kept you my friend fince 
you firft knew me, did not leave me at Philadelphia ; 
I there found friends, good hone{t Republicans too, 
who loved and refpeted me in proportion as I was 
hated and detefted by Monarchy-men, Ariftocrats, 
and office-hunters.
